REPORT  FOR  !897. 


Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  present  my  Eeport  relating  to  the  health  of  the 
District  during  the  year  1897. 

The  Area  of  the  District  is  4,8G0  Acres. 

At  the  census  of  April,  1891,  the  population  was  found  to 
be  G,275.  To  the  middle  of  1897  the  estimated  population 
amounts  to  7,008. 

During  the  year  242  births  were  registered,  viz.; — 123 
males  and  119  females. 

The  deaths  were  109,  viz.  : — 68  males  and  5G  females. 

The  natural  increase  of  population  by  the  excess  of  births 
over  deaths  is  188. 

The  birth  rate  for  the  year  was  34 -5  per  thousand  of  the 
population. 

The  death  rate  for  the  year  was  15' 5  per  thousand  of  the 
population. 

The  infantile  death  rate  {i.e.,  infants  under  one  year  of 
age)  was  6'7  per  thousand  of  the  population.

The  Zymotic  death  rate  was  0-8  per  thousand  of  the 
population.

All  the  cases  of  Zymotic  disease  were  Sporadic.  Nothing 
at  all  approaching  to  an  epidemic  occurred  during  the  year. 
There  was  no  local  cause  to  account  for  the  death  from  Puerperal 
Fever.  The  death  from  Typhoid  Fever  occurred  at  Chilwell, 
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and  I  reported  to  you  at  the  time,  that  there  were  several 
insanitary  conditions  about  the  house.  These  were  remedied 
after  notice  had  been  served  on  the  agent.  The  case  of  Scarlet 
Fever  occurred  at  Stupleford.  The  disease  did  not  spread.  It 
was  the  only  case  occurring  during  the  year.

In  July  I  attended  a  Local  Government  Enquiry  at  Staple- 
ford,  respecting  a  joint  scheme  of  Sewerage  with  Sandiacre, 
which  I  hope  will  soon  be  carried  out.  Several  nuisances, 
dangerous  to  health  have  been  removed  at  my  instance,  along 
with  the  Inspector.  I  have  examined  many  samples  of  water. 
As  a  public  Water  Supply  runs  through  Stapleford,  it  would  be 
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an  advantage  for  every  bouse  to  have  it  laid  in.  There  has  been 
no  closure  of  dwelling  houses,  nor  have  I  had  to  investigate  any 
cases  of  unsound  meat  or  food  of  any  description.  My  routine 
work  has  been  carried  out  as  in  previous  years,  and  the  year 
1897  has  been  remarkably  free  from  disease  or  cases  of  any 
description  requiring  my  attention.
